It is'very doubtful 
if the cattle referred/to by our subscriber 
as becoming fat in from six to eight 
weeks are really fat ammals-~animals 
which would sell as such at, for instance, 
the Union Stock Yards, Chicago. On 
'the conttary they would very likely be 
classed among-that large class which 
finds its way to afl of our markets be- 
fore it is really "warmed up." With 
corn at 35 cents per^cwt your subscriber 
has very cheap grain feed. If he wishes. 
to fatten hit- cattle in a short period of

Agreements Are 


No Longer Held to 


Be Binding.

*" 
Royal retainers are not required to 


work without monetary compensation 
In . the present generation, whatever 
thir might have done in the days of 
thi Dowager Kapiolani. That at least 
is *the decision of the Supreme Court 
In'-'the/.'suit of Antone Bright against 
Prince David Kawananakoa. 


Bright, during the/lifetime of Queen 


Kapiolani, was in charge as supervising 
retainer of her land of Mokauea, Ka- 
llhi, and: as such received as compensa- 
tion the use, free of rent, of a quarter 
acre of land, in addition to certafn 
other perquisites. Upon the Queen's 
death Bright was.told by Prince David 
to continue at the same compensation, 
which The retainer claimed meant rea- 
sonable wages for the work performed. 
At any rate, Bright concluded that be 
was entitled to monetary remuneration 
as well as royal perquisites and he 
brought suit accordingly. 
The ' jury 


awarded him $450 and the Prince ap- 
pealed, claiming that the verdict could 
not be Sustained by the evidence. 


The Supreme Court sustained the 


verdict in a unanimous decision. 


'The view might well have been tak- 


en that 4&e plaintiff's testimony was. 
inconsistent andv discredited by the 
averments in his bill in equity," says 
Judge Perry In the opinion. "The jury, 
however, the sole judge of the credibil- 
ity of the witnesses, saw fit to 'believe 
upon all; the evidence that no express 
agreement-was made as to compensa- 
tion. The finding cannot T>e set aside. 


"Other contentions of the -defendant, 


-are that the evidence showed" a con- 
tract" with, the Queen and not with the 
defendant, that at best the promise of - 
defendant was to, pay the" debt "of-an- 
other, that the land of Mokauea watf 
not the defendant's, and. that in any 
event the-defendant was not liable. 
The defendant 'haaf an~ interest in the 
land and if he saw fiV'to do so could 
employ the plaintiff to work there and 
render himself liable for the latter1* 
compensation. There wasr evidence, as 
already stated, tending to show a hir- 
ing by the plaintiff personally and If 
there -was such hiring, .the debt created

as they were inserting the third cartridge 
to tromplete th^ cbaree, one of the first 
jtwo was ignited, (without exujosion) and 
powder was thrown back into tlje turret 
slowly burninsr. Some of this dropped 
down into' the loadine station below,

^60 oounds each ready to be transferred 
"to the /run. These were in tuta ignited 
and rartly burned and pardy exploded, 
fining the 'turret with the products of 
combustion," - creating something of a 
pressure and raising the temperature of 
the-aif and cases in the turret to a very 
high degree. The result was, instant 
deatfc to evenr man in the turret and 
poor Ned-and Ward were but two 
thirtv-three victims.
